The current flowering of Canadian drama is of 
such vitality and diversity that it has given new life 
to the theatre from coast to coast. The outlines of 
a new sensibility are becoming discernible, one in 
which our national character expresses and 
confronts itself, and we are tempted to speak of a 
national awakening on the stage. 


The dimensions of this development are as 
yet uncharted, its regional features and national 
co-ordinates, its achievements and problems. The 
Conference proposes to address itself to this 
absence of a coherent overview or even of hard, 
detailed information. 


The Conference brings together, from ail 
across the country, professionals in the theatre, 
playwrights, critics, academics, students — to 
involve them in a dialogue on the crucial aspects 
of contemporary theatre in Canada. The men and 
women whose work is the life of our stage occupy 
the centre of this Conference. 


The focus will be four confrontations (FACE 
TO FACE), each between a playwright and a 
director with whom he has worked. A moderator 
will see to it that these explorations get the 
participants into the thick and heat of the creative 
processes in theatre. In addition there will be four 
more general seminars (PANELS) on important 
aspects of today’s theatrical scene in Canada. 
Finally, there will be a number of opportunities to 
experience live Canadian theatre: two newly- 
commissioned plays staged by Centaur, and a 
reading by George Ryga from his new play 
“Paracelsus”.
